1176, combines the present mine and 
mining, forestry, parks and fish and 
game ents under one direct- 
or, with chiefs at the heads of the 
four divisions who are responsible to 
the director. Assisting the forester 
would be a board of seven, as at 
present, while a board of five would 
assist the park chief and a gommis- 
sion of three to aid the executive of 
the fish and game division. 

The law fixes the director’s salary 
at $6000 annually, and that of the 
mineralogist at the same figure, an 
increase over his present salary of 
$3600. The salary of the other di- 
vision chiefs would be fixed on the 
recommendation of the director and 
the approval of the Governor. How- 
ever, legislation has pending a bill to 
| increase the salary of the fish and 
game executive from $4800 to $5000 
annually. The budget sets the for- 
ester’s salary at $4000.

OF DEFENSE 


Ninth Corps Area Chief 
Dwells on Coast Problem 
in Talk to Reservists 


Stressing the necessity of prepared- 
ness in time of peace and particular- 
ly for an adequate defense of the Pa- 
cific Coast, Maj.-Gen. John L. Hines, 


former chief of staff of the United 
States Army, and now in command 
of the Ninth Army Corps Area, spoke 
to more than 450 officers of the Army 
Reserve Corps, National Guard, and 
Regular Army in the banquet room 
of the City Club last night. 
Officers from over all Southern Cal- 
ifornia packed the clubrooms, exceed- 
ing the capacity of the banquet hall 
and necessitating setting of nearly a 
score of tables in the outer lobby. 
Declaring that lack of prepared- 
ness had proved costiy in both money 
and man-power in the five major wars 
this country has participated in, Gen. 
Hines cited figures on each of these 
conflicts tending to show that a ma- 


ty of the losses could have 
overcome an adequate per- 
manent defense hen.

When California became a State in 1850, 
the total valuation of personal property, in- 
cluding money, -was $13,968,797. In 1914, this 
item had grown to $543,309,923. Ten years 
later, in 1924, the personal property listed 
in Los Angeles county alone had leaped 
close to the 1914 total for the State with 
$493,464,090 for Los Angeles county and 
$1,049,939,540 for the fifty-eight counties 
of California. By the present date Los An- 
geles county and its neighboring Southland 
counties have gone far beyond the totals 
of 1924. 

Over half the total personal property val- 
uation of 1924 was noted in eight south- 


ern counties—Los Angeles, $494,464,090; San 
Diego, $13,861,633; Sap Bernardino, $7,576,- 


440; Riverside $4,442,380; Imperial, $7,252,- 
798; Santa Barbara, $12,145,705; Ventura. 
$4,978,795; Orange, $50,600,330. The total 


ceeded half the personal property valuation 
of the fifty-eight counties by $130,904,722. 

The largest personal property valuation 
in any of the fifty other counties was $121,- 
405,422 in San Francisco county, and it is 
well known that the proportion of nop- 
California corporation securities included in 
the San Francisco valuation is far below 
the percentage that obtains in Los An- 
geles and other southern counties where 
recent arrivals from the East are holders 


of millions in eastern securities. Outside of 
San Francisco, the other county valuations | 


are inconsiderable when compared with the 
average of $74,302,766 in the eight southern 
counties named as against $6,664,530 in the 
rest of the State comprising all the other 
fifty counties except San Francisco. ; 

While unsuccessful in its main object of 
preventing the abrogation of California's 
promise of fair taxation to those it has in- 
duced to come here, the courageous fight of 
the Los Angeles legislative delegation, led 
by Senator Chamberlin, was far from fruit- 
less. Several millions of dollars will be 
saved to investors through a series of 
amendments to the original Young Dill. 
These amendments were forced through by 
the Los Angeles legislators and by indignant 
business interests and their acceptance by 
the administration was in itself a confession 
of their realization of their precarious po- 
sition. 

Originally the bill proposed to tax all non- 
California securities and solvent credits on 
a 100-per-cent valuation and like any other 
piece of personal property. The principal 
Los Angeles amendment reduced the rate to 
be employed after valuation at 1.45. Anoth- 
er amendment permits assessors to value 
securities at lower rates, in their discre- 
tion. A third exempts solvent credits in 
the form of sales contracts on which the 
goods being bought are also taxed. That 
these and other amendments were incorpo- 
rated.is, however, nothing to the credit of 
the administration. They would have 
passed tlle original monstrosity if. they 
could. . 

Even with the amendments the situation 
is a grievous one. But Gov. Young and his 
political associates know that the heaviest 
blow will fall on the south.- The north

EACE NEAR IN NICARAGUA 

It comes as a relief to peace-loving 
Americans that the war in Nicaragua is 
drawing to a close. The part we played in 
quelling the fracas was not of our choos- 
ing, and our government will be glad when 
the time arrives for withdrawing our forces 
from the country. To police a foreign land 
is not a pleasant task. We have not had a 
tenth as much of this sort of thing as En- 
gland has taken upon herself from time to 


*time, and this fact should be a matter of 


satisfaction to the average American, 
though it gives no joy to the jingo. 

Our position in Nicaragua has been a 
delicate one. We had not the slightest de- 
sire to interfere, and sincerely hoped that 
the Nicaraguan government might be able 
to settle affairs with the Liberals without 
our assistance. This hope, however, proved 
futile. On both sides the | belligerents 
seemed to be anxious to gain favor with 
the United States. To conserve peace Pres- 


ident Diaz offered to resign in favor of some 


one else if that seemed best to our govern- 
ment, and the rebel, President Sacasa made 
the same offer. But for us to act upon 
these suggestions seemed to President Cool- 


idge too much like meddling in the politics 


of another country, and he took no action 
upon either proposal. 

All that we wanted so far as Nicaragua 
was concerned was the protection of the 
lives and property of our nationals and the 
assurance that they would not be molested 


as they had been from time to time by the 


Liberals. When this assurance could not 
be given then, and not until then, did we 
take steps toward intervention. This action 
was protested most vigorously certain 
Congressmen, among them Senator Borah, 
but the President showed his indifference 
to this protest and hearkened to the voice 
of duty by sending the marines to Nicara- 


gua despite the strange clamor raised 


against his doing so. 

It is evident that the President felt that 
the objections of Borah and others in Con- 
gress represented a very small part of the 
sentiment of the country—that, while Amer 
ican lives and property were menaced in 
Nicaragua, there was but one thing to do 
and that was to use force in 
sure their protection.

March 5 the Colombo was ordered home. 

Wet weather following a long dry sea- 
son, together with hunger and utter lack of 
funds, dampened the ardor of the Liberals, 
and those who are not surrendering them- 
selves to the Diaz forces are reported to be 
abandoning their positions on the hilltops 
and other points of vantage and fleeing to 
the jungle. The end of the war, which has 
lasted more than a year and has resulted in 
many casualties on both sides, is now in 
sight.
